Jackie Williams was the only 
winner for the Lobos as he swept 
the 100 yard dash in 10.0 and 220 
yard dash in 22.0. Other standout 
performances were turned in by 
Larry Guilford, Ted Smith, Dave

Enea. 

Guilford, favored in both the 120 
high hurdles and 220 low hurdles, 
lost to Vallejo’s Jim Swindle in the 
biggest upset of the day. Swindle 
ran the highs in 14.9 and the lows 
in 24.8. 

Smith placed second in the 
broad jump and tied for second in 
the pole vault while Crabb was 
finishing fifth in the broad jump. 
Lawton, a pleasant surprise all 
year, finished fourth in the 880 


picking up valuable points.
